CONSULTANT OUTLINES STRATEGY FOR SUCCESSFUL 
BOYNE CITY SCHOOLS’ BUILDING PROPOSAL 


Recipe for success 


Registering voters. disseminating information, 
good organization, planning. and reasonability are 
the key to a successful millage campaign. 

Don Bemis, a consultant with A.G. Edwards. 
spoke (o a group of nearly 30 Boyne City residents. 
school board members. administrators and teach- 
ers last week, saying the millage should be easy to 


pass if the district sticks 
to those five fundamen- 
tals. 

“What people are re- 
ally interested in is “how 
is this bond issue going 
to make a difference for 
my child,’ ” Bemis said. 
“That's the only thing 
that’s important.” 

Voters will head to 
the polls in September 
for a millage election 
whose centerpiece is a 


new high schoo! with an auditorium. It also in- 
cludes converting the current high school into the 
middle schoo! for grades 6, 7 and 8, and convert- 
ing the current middle school into an upper elemen- 
tary for grades 4 and 5. The elementary school 
would house grades kindergarten through third. 
The board is committed to keeping the cost 


under $20 million. 


The Educational Facilities Committee is work-

ing on a strategy to get the millage passed. Two 
similar proposals were defeated in recent years. 
Bemis is a retired school superintendent turned 
consultant for A.G. Edwards, the company which 
will sell the bonds should the millage pass. He will 
be available for advice and consultation through- 
out the campaign. The district is not paying him 


for his service. 

He worked in the Utica 
School District for 28 years 
which started out with 
5,900 students and when he 
feft had 28.000 kids. 

“We never lost an issue.” 
Bemis said. 

Of the more than 200 dis- 
tricts he’s coached on run- 
ning a millage campaign 
since then, 85 percent have 
passed their bond issues. 

“I'm here to see that you 


win this election. That's it.” Bemis said. 

He said most elections are lost because of a lack 
of parents voting and that 30 percent of parents in 
Michigan are not registered. 

There are 1.500 parents of Boyne school chil- 
dren in the district. Bemis thought there would be 
more parents based on the student population. 


The district's first charge should be to deter- 


mine how many residents are not registered voters 


and then, if need be, go door-to-door to get them 
regtstered, including as absentee voters, and fol- 
lowing up with them personatly on election day 
to make sure they vote. 

By Bemis’ calculations the district needs 80 
volunteers — each responsible for contacting 
20 people to gather the support it needs to pass 
the issue, ; 

“Fm convinced we can find 1.700 people to 
support (the millage),” he said. 

Bemis said it’s the schools’ principals who 
can successfully recruit volunteers. They know 
the volunteers — the room mothers, library 
helpers, field trip chaperones — who are essen- 
tially the grass roots workers. 

Pointing to elementary school principal Ed 
Snyder. Bemis said, “He's the only one in this 
room that knows how to get 32 people.” 

It is the principals who parents feel con- 
nected to, not the board or superintendent, 
Bemis said, because it's the principal that has 
the most affect on their kids, ultimately decid- 
ing which teacher their child gets. 

“The effective action has to happen at the 
building tevel,” Bemis said. 

The board’s responsibility, on the other hand, 
is getting information out to the community, 
which begins with informing those on the

school’s payroll of the millage’s spe- 
cifics. 

“The employees must know,” 
Bemis said. 

It’s the custodians, then secretar- 
ies and finally the bus drivers who 
have the most credibility in a school 
district, Bemis said, since almost all 
of them live in the school district. 

“We're going to do it once and do 
it right and do it thoroughly and win,” 
Bemis said. “You can do it if you’re 
well organized.” 

Board president Kathy Anderson 
asked Bemis how he would respond 
to a question she frequently receives 
regarding new construction, which is 
“Why is any of this more than just 
comfort?” 

He said it’s easier to study and 
learn in a place that is well-lit, with 
good ventilation and so forth and said 
to ask that person why they choose to 
live where they live, instead of some- 
place else. 

Anderson agreed, saying “We feel 
that better facilities will help our kids 
learn. There’s a reason why people 
live and work in more comfortable 
surroundings.” 

“T love the concept,” board mem- 
ber Marty Moody said following 
Bemis’ presentation. “In the last elec- 
tion we did virtually the same thing.” 

But, he added, it didn’t work. 

“We have to be careful we don’t 
do the same thing all over again,”

day or weekend. Have the kids call the 
Friends of the Jordan at (616) 533- 
5063 to find out what’s there for them. 

Most beaches on Lake Charlevoix 
in both communities are open and free 
to the public. Pack a picnic lunch, grab 
the sunscreen, a pail and shovel and 
go. There wil! be a fee to play in the 
sand at Young State Park outside 
Boyne City, but it’s worth it for the 
kid-friendly shoreline. 

Try casting a line into the Boyne 
River as well or into area lakes. You'll 
need a fishing license, but it will last 
the season. 

Avalanche Preserve offers miles of 
hiking and biking — a challenging 
ride — and of course the reward of an 
uninterrupted glorious view of Lake 
Charlevoix at the top. Soon a skate- 
board park — the idea of local youth 
— will welcome kids to its base. 

Remember to tread lightly on all 
these scenic areas (pack back out 
whatever you pack in) and maybe 
even encourage your kids to join an 
environmental or conservancy group 
dedicated to preserving these bastions 
of wilderness. These groups also host 
occasional clean-up days — ideal for 
all ages. 


Anderson said, as well as be careful 
about overgeneralizing, noting that 
the district is different from the other 
districts Bemis has worked with. 

Audience members wondered 
about the effect of business leader 
support, city support, and vocal no- 
voters. 

Bemis suggests not worrying 
about them, but to concentrate on the 
potential yes votes. 

“Everything you do to work 
against the negatives takes away 
from the positives,” he said. 

Another issue brought up was the 
perception that charter school sup- 
porters may be encouraged to vote 


_ against the millage. 


Bemis said Boyne’s superinten- 
dent should meet with the charter 
school leaders and show them “why 
we're on the same team.” 

“There are lots of issues,” Ander- 
son said. “That’s why I think it’s so 
hard to reach out to people because 
it’s complicated and everyone has 
their own particular niche they're 
looking to fill.” 

Bemis left the group with an out- 
line for running the campaign. 

Anderson said it would be added 
to what they've already been work- 
ing on. 

“You always need a plan and need 
to stick with it,” she said. “That’s 
what we'll be concentrating on and 
looking at what didn’t work and why 
it didn’t work with Paullin and go 
from there.” 


Some groups even have kid-size 
membership dues. Or, maybe your 
child can head up the kids’ arm of an 
organization. 

Groups working locally to main- 
tain the lands and watersheds include 
Friends of the Jordan, Friends of the 
Boyne River, Charlevoix County

But 
they'll really be learning something 
about science, history or art at the 
center which is located between 
Boyne City and East Jordan. 

Don’t forget the historical muse- 
ums, ballparks and local libraries in 
East Jordan, Boyne City, Boyne Falls 
and Walloon. Besides offering a.va- 
riety of reading, the libraries also host 
kids programs and reading hours. 
Call your local branch for updates, 
or get on their mailing lists. 

There’s plenty more than even 
this to do: to find out more contact 
your local chamber of commerce.

Shrubs and tree branches should not be more than eight inches in 
diameter or six feet long. Stack them neatly in one direction, and do not 
put in bags. s 

The amount of yard waste cannot be larger than a “pickup truck bed 
size. Place it adjacent to the street, not in the street. 

Residents may also take grass clippings and leaves, in the city bags, 
to the tansfer station on Nicholls Street on Tuesdays and Saturdays free 
of charge.

James Howard has opened Against the Grain 
Woodworks in Boyne City, a custom cabinetry, fur- 
niture and architectural millworks business. 

A material science engineer- 
turned-craftsman, Howard has over 20 
years experience as a woodworker and 
most recently left his job as a quality 
control manager at a heat-treat com- 
pany to work at the business full time. 

He has a Master's degree in laser 
processing of wood, a technique the 
furniture industry uses to cut wood 
pieces out of boards. 

“That tied in very well with my 
woodworking,” he said, although he 
doesn’t use the laser technology for 
his own business. 

His own creations fill his home and 
include a staircase — he made the 
Steps, risers, spindles, ngwel post, 
wainscoting and trim — a chimney 
cupboard, hutch, Queen Ann end 
table, as well as the kitchen cupboards, 

For now he crafts the'pieces in his garage and 
basement and hopes to grow the business to have a 
large shop in the near future. 

“Wood is just a part of me,” Howard said. “I love 
working with wood.

incorporated them into a desk he built with antique ‘ 
woodworking tools for a library near Lansing. 


Whether a molding, a 
door or a set of kitchen 
_ cabinets, Howard doesn’t 
have any favorites. “It re- 
ally doesn’t matter to me 
because I love it so much.” 

The business name, 
Against the Grain, is a re- 
flection of his persistence 
in accomplishing things 
others have told him he 
couldn’t do — including 
starting this business. 

“When they said it 
couldn’t be done, I did it,” 
Howard said. 

His biggest obstacles 
have been people expect- 
ing custom work at K-Mart 
prices, and — thanks to 

PBS's Yankee Workshop — thinking that a fine piece 
of furniture can be crafted in a half hour. 

But quality ts Howard’s number one priority. The 
engineering background combined with quality con- 
trol has given him a good idea of what people are 
looking for as far as quality is concerned. 

Pointing to his china hutch — built extra tall to 
blend better with his home’s higher ceilings — 
Howard said, “I’m hoping that 200 years from now, 
somebody finds that and wants to refinish it.”

Now he has made his volunteer 
efforts permanent by forming Jordan 
Valley Humanitarian Relief which he 
hopes will better carry out those la- 
bors. 

The organization comes as a natu- 
ral result of Bavers’ and others’ ef- 
forts to collect and distribute medi- 
cal supplies and aid to Third World 
countries and other destitute areas. 

On his most recent trip, he col- 
fected 2,000 pounds of medicine, then 
sailed from Florida to Cuba with his 
son, Billy, and friend Jim Harley to 
deliver it. 

He is licensed through Interna- 
tional Aid to purchase medicine, most 
of which expires in six months to a 
year, and has wrangled with national 
and international regulations to de- 
liver it across borders. 

An East Jordan glass-artisan, 
Bavers is not paid for his work in 
these poverty-stricken areas, nor does 
he anticipate the organization having 
a paid staff, but instead a board of di- 
rectors committed to the cause which 
will include fundraising, among other 
things.

“We want it to grow and to evolve 
into people who can handle it.”

“What I really appreciated is that 
a lot of people have called me and 
donated money and belongings to take 
to Honduras and Cuba and that's with- 
out asking anybody.” 

The group plans to devote half of 
its expeditions — which wil] include 
both distributing medicine and 
doctor's visits — to foreign countries 
and half to Indian reservations and 
communities in the Appalachian 
Mountains. 

Currently, it is exploring how to 
legally mail care packages and to en- 
sure they get to those in need. 

But its major emphasis right now 
is to coordinate the collection of aid 
for refugees in Kosovo. ~~ 

It is not a religious organization, 
but has come to rely on churches to 
distribute aid to needy residents. 

Locally, Temple B‘Nai Israel in 
Petoskey and St. John's and St. 
Joseph's Catholic Churches in East 
Jordan, along with other individuals, 
businesses and doctors have worked 
to gather donations for Baver’s pre- 
vious missions.

he Charlevoix County Humane Society 
is now open at its new building in 
Boyne City at 614 Beardsley St. 

“The dream became a reality,” 
executive director Martha Weisler said, who along 
with kennel assistant Cathy Lundy, spent most of 
last week cleaning and organizing the facility for 
its new residents. 

Workers and volunteers transported 26 dogs. 
cats, kittens and puppies to Boyne City this week 
from the old shelter in Charlevoix which will be 
demolished to make room for the county's jail 
expansion, 

With 4,900 square feet, it’s more than four 
times larger than the old site. 

Weisler reminds customers that it is still a 
humane society for the county. “‘We have just 
moved to a more central location.”

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BOYNE CITY SCHOOL BOARD HOLDS SECOND 


INTERVIEW WITH SUPERINTENDENT CANDIDATE 


Getting to know each other 


During a second interview with the Boyne City School 
Board Monday night, superintendent candidate Dana 
Compton said his philosophy is that needs of the children 
come first and foremost, a theme he reiterated throughout 
the meeting. 

Compton is the finalist out of 40 applicants who applied 
for the position. 

Prior to serving as superintendent for the Morenci 
School District, he worked since 1980 for the Freeland 
schools. He was assistant high school principal for one year 
then served as high school principal until moving to 
Morenci. He also served as principal of Freeland Junior 
High for five years. : 

He received his bachelor’s degree from Central Michi- 
gan University in 1974 with certification in secondary 
education. He completed a Masters in Administration from 
CMU in 1981. 

The board asked him a series of pre-determined ques- 
tions, several impromptu questions, and he was asked to 
write answers to three other questions. 

A good superintendent is responsive to the needs of the 
community and children and should maintain that focus 
“through thick and thin,” Compton said. 

Most important are good communication skills, he said, 
along with finance, curriculum and programmatic skills. 

He said it would be presumptuous and “ahead of the 
game” for him to redefine the way administrative responsi- 
bility is assigned and delegai 

“T think a lot of this is ed (in Boyne City 
Schools),” Compton said/“I’m looking at a district where 
people are already doing a good job. 

“My goal is to be able to observe, 
feedback,” he said. 

“T think in this system, there are some extremely 
positive things to build upon,” Compton said. 

A former teacher, Compton said his greatest accomplish- 
ments were with children when he was teaching. 

“| have every respect for the classroom teacher,” he said. 


isten, give input and 


“T recognize and understand the issues they are 
confronted with and [ think that appreciation has to be 
demonstrated.” 

When asked, Compton said, yes, he does know the 
Morenci teachers and what classes they teach, and rattled a 
partial list of their names and courses off the top of his 
head. 

He said he frequently visits the elementary and high 
schools and is in the middie school less — two to three 
times per week — probably because of its location and his 
movement being somewhat based on where the needs 
might be. 

“I don’t shun that at all,” he said of being visible. “I 
want to be there.” 

He worked closely with the outgoing teacher's associa- 
tion president in Morenci. “I think he would say I work 
hard at making a difference.” 

His foray into school administration actually came 
when he was laid off as a teacher and an assistant 
principalship was offered to him. 

“T wasn’t sure, but I wasn't working.” he said 

He found there were contributions he could make 
which ultimately led to his superintendency. 

“I'm motivated by challenges and motivated to try to 
find some answers that work for the benefit of children,” 
he said. 

When Compton took over the superintendency in 
Morenci, the district was in a deficit situation. 

Budget sheets were difficult to follow, he said, and he 
discovered some major purchases were made which the 
board had no knowledge of. 

Ultimately, some support staff — part-time workers 
with full-time benefits — were cut, serving as the primary 
portion of an $80,000 savings. 

“It: was nota happy thing,” he said. 

“The decisions and cuts were hard, and hard with the 
board,” he said. 

He noted, though, that the school still had a low student 


to teacher ratio and had not cut curriculum, programs or 
athletics. 

Now the district has a 38 percent fund balance ona 
$6.2 million budget. 

Board president Kathy Anderson asked why he would 
sit on that large of a balance. 

“Quite honestly, we haven’t shirked or neglected 
anything,” he said. 

He said Proposal A was a boon for Morenci at its onset 
and allowed for equity to build up, but that trend is 
changing. 

“I think you have to be very cautious about what you 
do with a fund balance,” he said, and keep in mind 
unanticipated costs, It should be expended for long-term 
benefit, not day-to-day operations, which can quickly 
deplete it. 

“But we have been wise in our spending,” he said. 

He described himself as forthright in his beliefs and 
somebody you can tell is “what you see is what you get.” 

He said he doesn’t need total control over everything, 
although in the past he believed he did. “I’ve found the 
best methodology is to have all kinds of input and people 
involved.” 

Asked what his weaknesses are, Compton said he can 
be overtly honest and probably shouldn't be, but that he’s 
“learned to manage that.” 

Sometimes he gets frustrated with what interferes with 
the primary goals and when adult issues get in the way of 
education. “But it’s a frustration, not a futility,” he said. 

If tyme had permitted, Compton said he would have 
liked to discuss staff relations, upcoming teacher contract 
issues and the bond issue. 

A visitation is being planned to Compton’s district and 
will include members from the board, school administra- 
tion, a teacher and community member. 

The board hopes to make its final decision by the end 
of May, with a superintendent on board July 1.

A box of Bactrian camel hair, 
shipped from Maine, is next in line 
to be processed by Debbie 
McDermott at Stonehedge Petting 
Farm near East Jordan.

Then it will be triple washed 
in 160 degree water and Dawn 
dishwashing detergent, laid out to dry 
to acertain dampness on racks, rolled 
through a picker to be fluffed and 
teased, and finally run through a card- 
ing machine which will make it into 
rovings — continuous runs of wool. 

From there it will be shipped back 
to its owner, ready to be spun into yarn 
by hand or by a machine, or used as 
batt for quilts. 

A few months ago, Debbie started 
the processing business — an exten- 
sion of the petting farm — to replace 
her fiber crafts business through 
which she makes wool angels, socks, 
hats, mittens scarves, teddy bears, and 
snowmen from the shearings and un- 
dercoats of her own farm animals. 

Income from her crafts sales cov- 
ered a majority of the $20,000 cost to 
feed and care for her flock of sheep. 
But the work processing her own fi- 


ber and creating the items became too - 


time consuming as she was produc- 
ing 1,500 of the angels per year to sell 
by mail order and in shops. 

Once s! cided to start the new 
business she and her husband Chuck 
traveled to Prince Edward Island last 
fall to order the picker and carding 
machines. 

The equipment was delivered in 
February, and Debbie was in business 
in her fiber mill on the farm — a re- 
habbed 135 year old hog pen with an 
addition. Already they realize it could 
have been larger because a few more 
machines are on order. 


Her goal was to be processing 
around 400 pounds of fiber per month 
by year's end. She figured it would 
take that long to build up the busi- 
ness. 

But in her first month of opera- 
tion, she did more than 500 pounds 
working six to 12 hours, seven days 
a week. She'd like to keep her turn- 
around time to four weeks but is con- 
cerned it could go beyond that at the 
rate the work is coming in. 

“You couldn’t have put together a 
better business plan,” said Chuck ex- 
plaining it took a year to get the busi- 
ness running plus five prior years of 
on-the-job learning. 

“Debbie's kind of a resident ex- 
pert,” Chuck said. 

She advertises in a national maga- 
zine for spinners called “Spin-Off.” 
Only 11 other fiber processors adver- 
tise in the publication. Half of those 
are large commercial mills and two 
happen to be in Frankenmeuth and 
one ts in Southern Ohio. 

A fiber Internet group Debbie be- 
longs to receives 80-100 communi- 
cations per day from all over the 
world. 

“There really is a need for this type 
of thing in our area,” Chuck said. “We 
had no idea that it would expand.” 

With the business, Debbie wanted 
to give northern Michigan people a 
place to send their fiber to avoid ship- 
ping costs. 

She's done just that and has re- 
ceived fiber from'20 different states 
as well which have included the 
shearings or undercoats — the fluffy 
hair brushed out of a shedding ani- 
mal — of llama, alpaca, angora, mo- 
hair, camel and dogs. 

Some send fibers for blending, 
like the silk from a cocoon she'll mix 
with wool, and the baby donkey hair 
somebody wanted intertwined with 
wool.

She’s made a bid on the 
fiber from 60 alpacas in New York 
and Is putting a bid to do a bale (450 
pounds) from a South Dakota farm of 
2,200 sheep. 

Stonehedge farm itself has 37 
sheep (nine breeds) each with a dif- 
ferent texture, 32 angora rabbits, eight 
angora goats (mohair), in addition to 
horses, a donkey, cows, ducks, geese, 
dogs, cats and a pot-bellied pig.

They will soon open Wooly Won- 
ders Gift Shop in an old granary on 
the farm where Debbie will sell the 
fur she processes from her own ani- 
mals. 

The sheep were recently sheared. 
The angora rabbits are “plucked” four 
times per year, which means their 
shedding fiber is combed out. A 
heavy-coated rabbit could yield a 
pound of undercoat per year which 


currently sells from $5 to $9 an 
ounce. 

“I’ve always wanted to spin be- 
cause I've been knitting since I was 
seven,” Debbie said. 

She’s doing that now, and much 
more. 

Taking the fur from the raw state 
to the final product has brought her 
full circle. 

“It’s satisfying to me as a fiber 
person,” Debbie said.

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Oral historian Glenn Ruggles will 
present a slideshow and speak to the 
history of Anurim County’s chain of 
lakes — the subject of his latest book 
— Wednesday, May 19, at 7 p.m. at 
the Jordan Valley District Library. 

The former history teacher spent 
12 years gathering oral histories with 
38 people who live along the body of 
water, which, from the book’s pro- 
logue is described as, “From its head- 
waters in north-central Antrim 
County .. . runs a serpentine seventy- 
five miles and touches four counties 
before it empties into Grand Traverse 
Bay at Elk Rapids. Nearly every dif- 
ferent water form is represented along 
the way: from small lakes, springs, 
creeks, wetlands, river, sand streams 
to the larger, high-profile Torch Lake 
and into the much shallower Lake 
Skegemog.” 

An oral history is the tape record- 
ing of a person’s experiences and 
impressions of their own life with the 
final project being a bound transcrip- 
von. > 

“The average person doesn’t geta 
chance to speak (about their lives) and 
that’s why I really enjoy the oral his- 
tories,” Ruggles said, who believes 
everybody has a story to tell — even 
the shyest most reticent person, 

That and because he could not find 
a single, complete compilation about 
the chain written in the 20th century 
prompted him to undertake its publi- 
cation. 

“Tove the area and I love to write 
about it.” Ruggles said. 

In his travels, he came across 
many people who weren’t aware that 
the bodies of water are a chain con- 
taining 14 lakes. while others confuse 
it with the inland waterway from 
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Boyne City High School

Alanson to Cheboygan. 

“People see bits and pieces and the 
unity of the chain is missed,” Ruggles 
said, adding that East Jordan is in- 
cluded in its 500 square mile water 
shed. 

Much of that unity is expressed in 
the book through interviews with 
nearby residents. Not a single per- 
son refused Ruggles’ request for an 
interview, 

“By letting other people speak, it’s 
more authentic than if I visited and 
wrote down my recollections and ob- 
servations. Jt wouldn’t be as real as 
their voices,” Ruggles said, 

“You really get a feeling for what’s 
bothering people and what their con- 
cerns are and what their favorite view 
is,” Ruggles said. . 

Almost everyone who lives on 
water has their favorite view, Ruggles 
said. “That was a surprise to me, 
Without hesitation, they never had to 
ponder or wonder. It was on the tip of 
their tongue, They have some strong 
feelings and ties to the water.” 

Unfortunately you lose a lot when 
you scribe, Ruggles said —- the 
laughter, silences, pauses and tears. 
“It’s tough to record that.”” 

Editing becomes difficult. A typi- 
cal 90 minute tape could bring 40 to 
50 pages of type, but are winnowed 
down to four to five pages each in the 
book. 

Local residents Susan and Jim 
Galbraith worked as the book’s edi- 
tor and photographic consultant, re- 
spectively. 

‘] think people like to hear other 
people’s stories,” Ruggles said. 

“It’s been a lot of fun. I don’t do 
much fishing and not a lot of golfing, 
but I do a lot of oral histories.”

Whac ¢s reality? For many folks. its marriage. debt. children. 
taxes, low-rent housing. vacations. leftovers for breakfast, happi- 
ness, unfair bosses. lousy politicians, . and death. 

For middle school students at East Jordan, it’s a game. The 
game. which is aptly named Reality Stare. is a program statfed by 
the Business and Professional Women of America. community vol- 
unteers and high school students. 

Reality Store is basically an upscale version of Milton Bradley's 
popular board game. LIFE. In LIFE. players move trom square to 
square with each ratl of the dice. In Reality Store. the students walked 
from booth to booth in the middle school gymnasium. Like the 


board game in which cach tum presents new opportunities or pie, 


falls. each booth is representative of a different aspect of lite. Real- 
ity Store attempts to replicate one month in the life of an average 
person, 

Mau Blaha. an intelligent, reserved seventh grader. allowed his 
45-minute Reality Store “hfe” to be documented. 

The first booth dealt with basic information: job, salary. family 
size, insurance. By sheer chance, Matt became a computer engineer 
who lived atone in a dingy apartment. His salary was comfortable, 
and after insurance and some other essentials he had $888 for the 
remainder of the month. Atthe next booth. electronics, Matt shelled 
out $20 on utilities and $60 on his phone bill. Also at that booth he 
had to choose his entertainment -- cable or satellite? Matt chose to 
spend $40 on a satellite dish with eight billion channels. 

Next. Matt had to determine what kind of food he wanted each 
month. He had the option of three different levels of quality: the 
generic brand. the store brand, or the premium brand. Without any 
other mouths to feed, Matt decided to get the inexpensive, peneric 
brand. It cost him $105. The next choice Matt had to make was 
“transportation.” Matt was allotted a nearly infinite number of 
choices -- but one caught his eye immediately, a new motorcycle. 
Despite a motherly booth manager who tried to talk him out of such 
areckless. heck-raising form of transportation (that’s realistic), Matt 
bought it for $70 a month. At the same time, he dropped $201 on 
home, maintenance, life and health insurance. And with a comfort- 
able balance of $297, Matt decided to purchase “professional cloth- 
ing” for $50. 

Next Came the fun part -- a booth operated by two sophomore 
National Honor Society students called “Reality Check.” Reality 
Check is where the participants got a taste of the not-so-pretty side 
of life. For Matt, it meant a couple of things. First, he lost a close 
friend 10 unknown causes, which cost him $150. Then he got hit in 
the eye with a stick, which cost him $493 because he didn’t have 
insurance (despite already purchasing it twice). 

Crawling away from “Reality Check, Mau was $396 in debt. 
But being in a financial rut isn’( justification for shoddy personal 
care! Matt went $5 further into debt when he purchased some de- 
odorant. However, a $500 deposit into his savings account put him 
back into the black. Now he had to decide what kind of personal life 
he was going to have for the month. Matt decided to skip the night- 
clubs and just do a $5 movie (Star Wars, probably). Finally, he was 
finished. With an ending balance of $83, Matt was way ahead of the 
majority of his peers, who were finishing hundreds of dollars in 
debt. j 2 ; 

The students walked away from Reality Store with a new appre- 
ciation for a number of things. They appreciate the headache their 
parents have to go through on a day-to-day, week-to-week, month- 
to-miorith basis to balance the checkbook. They appreciated the free- 
dom they have to make their own choices, instead of having their 


future determined by a pair of dice. ne 
And they appreciate that reality is more than just, “move on to 


the next booth, please”,
